‘The case had been 
before the Commodore, who after enquiry 
refused to have anything to do with It, and 
then plalotiff had beon forced into Vourt 
whore only he could get avy remedy. The 
defendant, it waa proved, said, when before 
the Commodore, that the ring was not gold, 
it was only washed with gold ; that be had 
bought {t for $4.50, which amount he had

e The Master-at-arms on board¥the Viofor 
Emanuel gave evidence of the defendant 
admitting to the plaintiff on 2ad or 8rd 
November that he was due him a balance on 
the price of the ring of botweon $6 and $7, 
and he then promised to pay that amount 
atthe New Year, He-had nodoubtas to the 
date, Be also doposed to the defendant’s 
story-before the Uommodore, A Sergeant 
of marines corroborated this evidenge.
